This great man has at last broken 
silence on the Eastern Question, or 
rather, we mny say, the Turkish Ques- 
tion, and all will uiliiiit that he spuaks 
with authority, and not as tho general 
run o/'.uninatructed- scribes. 

Exactly taVf a, century has passed 
since Lord SLratfort do KodcliiVe, Ihou 
Mr. Stratford Canning-, loruiod his 
first responsible acquaintance, with 
Eastern ^diplomacy— not, however, his 
first practical acquaintance, for that 
began sixteen years earlier, when in 
180'J, he was appointed Secretary of 
tho British Embassy at Contantinople. 
In 1825, when his celebrated cousin 
of the Bame name was Minister for 
Foreiga .A£Gaii;B| Mr. Canning went 
back ta*tli'e*^Oo1jrt -Wthe Sultan as 
Ambassador Extraordinary, and from 
that time until 185S ho exerted u para- 
mount inikiouco over tho counsels, 
both iuterual and foreign, which shap- 
ed the destiny of the Ottoman Empire. 
By 'hiB-policy and tho force of his re- 
presentations, tho English Govern- 
ment,' backed by tho vehemently ex- 
pressed sympathy of the whole coun- 
try, committed itself to the line of ac- 
tion which brought as into " collision 
with Russia, and led to the war, the 
net outcome of which was the treaty 
the Czar formally rex)udiated a few 
years ago, without a word of remons- 
trance from the Powers which had 
purchased it at so dear a price. 

BuBsia ^as bepn still further aveng- 
edHoyl^eemg her Minister succeed" to 
the position of absolute power which 
•wos for so long a time occupied by the 
representative of her rival. General 
Ignatieli"s will is popularly believed to 
be studied and fulfilled by tho Sub- 
lime Porto with scarcely less reverence 
than the inspired of tho Koran. 

Lord Stratford de liedcliffe depre- 
cates England holding alooof from 
the Eastern question. Pla is of opin- 
ion that we ought to assort a right to 
share in managing it as long as it 
lasts, and in solv^ug it when the time 
comes for its solution. If we stand 
aside, Kussia will contrive to have her 
own way; whereas, if wo insist upon 
the five or six great Powers being ad- 
mitted to ab equal partnership in the 
business,' England would be able to 
outvote Russia, and to keep the direc- 
tion of it in her own hands. This is 
the idea which was i)i-edominant a 
quarter of a century ago, and at that 
time what could be urged in its favor ? 
But, as Mr. Disraeli would say, a good 
many thiugs have happnued since 
then. The old balance of power is 
destroyed. l'\aiicif,t.hea so povverful, 
lis at present efiaced; and Prussia, 
whose neutral attitude during the 
Crimean war was tue theme of never- 
ending inveolive, now, <iL the head of 
Germany, wields tiie riiHources of tho 
greatest military ium)iiro ia tlio world. 
It is inipossiole any longi;r to rf-g.ird 
the Eastern question as a more strug- 
rgte it]Qt^deu lluBsiu and the Western 
Powers. " it no longer wears an as- 
pect of such simphcity. The unques- 
tioned strength of Geruuuiy puts an 
end to all exclusive and even to any 
preponderating right of interference, 
while the uecesnity for interference is 
immensely diminished. Only three 
Powers are co-oporating now, and 
their co-operation is ho far from coni- 
- piece that one of thciu is suspected of 
■ countor-miniug tho other two by in- 
trigue at Coustantino|)le. What 
might wo expect if England, France, 
and Italy were to bo adujittod to share 
their councils ? Tin; chances arc that 
before long, instead of combining to 
govorn Turkey, they would draw the 
reword upon one another, in order to 
^IfftAihing 'the previous question as to 
what is to be done with Turkey. Their 
quarrels might i)rov(j a happy deliver- 
ance for the Sultan, but could hardly 
fail in loading to tho only result to be 
fgUardod against by these elaborate 
' precautions, that of 'throwing all Eu- 
ropeJfttQj fti'-State, of hurtful agitation, 
if not into one of general hostilities.'

the suburbs of Constantinople only 
five are frequently luoutioned, viz; — 
Pera, Galatea, Tophaua, Kasin Pasha, 
and Scutari. All but the last named oq 
or near the European shores opxiosite 
^tiiinbul, between the Golden Horn 
and the Bosphorus. Pera was, until 
tho fire of 1870, the piiucipal seat of 
the Christian higher classes and of 
the foreign ministers, and contuiiiod 
churches for the principal Christian 
denominations, several tlieatroa and 
concert- rooms, four hospitals (English, 
French, Italian, and German), three 
post-ofiices (Austrian, French, and 
Greek), French, German, Greek, aud 
Armenian sobpols; ab^'a ijBw 'j^rench 
college. Gas was iiitro9 ilo^ed in 1858, 
and telegraphic conimuuicution with 
London completed in the same year. 
Galatea, built by the Genoese, is still 
enclosed by the old Genoese wall and 
moat about eight thousand feet in cir- 
cumference.- , In - the jOjBntr^.*9if^ tibiB; 
town stands dn old rbulfid' fb'weV; oiig-' 
inally intended as a work of defence; 
but now only used as a watch-tower. 
It is one hundred and forty feet in 
height, and from its top the finest 
Tiew of Constantinople aud its vicinity 
can be obtained. Galatea la the prin- 
cipal commercial suburb of Constan- 
tinople. It is incessantly thronged 
by a busy crowd of busy merchiuits, 
clerks, carriers,.Beamen, .&o.' Tophoa^ 
derives its importance irom the large 
GovernmenY fou&3S(B8,tj:%B%.doamion 
made at which are equal to the best of 
European manufacture. The red and 
gilt Turkish clay pipes are also manu- 
factured there on an extensive scale. 
Kasim Pasha contains the great arse- 
nal and navy-yardy^ Scutari is situat- 
ed on the opposite Asiatic coast, on 
the site of the ancient Chrysopolis. A 
large business in silk and cotton goods, 
leather, &c., is carried on there. It 
contains a great number of-khaiiB-and 
warehouses, also a Turkish post-office, 
an Imperial palace, and the barracks 
of the Imperial Guard8'.-''^'.Appleton's 
Cycloptedia.' !

A very 
remarkable hydroid zoophyte wuh found,, 
of enormous dimonsions, ono speoimen 
measuring seveu feet in height, while the 
polyp head was nine intthes in diameter 
across the te'i),taoles. The temperature of 
the surface showed the vessel to be in tlie 
wairm Ja^^anese c^urrent, which -was' run- 
ning easterly at lihe,istte'of'6i|&%fiH.ii half 
knpts per hour.
